ABOUT HLS BOOK. This is unbelievable. A man claims to have significant evidence in the killing 

f of the president of the United Stales, and writes a hook which is so believable that it sells over a 

million copies. At its best, unprecedented negligence. And at us worst. . , . 

* Statement 14 again shows McDonald is uiieomforlable with speculation. 

* .Statements 1.^ and 16 arc of minor conscquanec. 

* Statement 17 confirms McDonald's belief that he wasn’t set up. and also indicates he was friends 
with Kimscy and might be vtrr)' hurt if Kinwey hud been involved in selling him up. 

* Statement 18 confirms the fact he tru.stcd kimsey. 

* The stress in statement 19 is aniicipaiory; the rest of the comment confirms his faith in hi.s detective 
work in trucking down the real killer. 

* Stress in statement 20. 21 and 2? seem lo indicate McDonald i.s genuinely bothered by the attitude 

of those in power. , 

* The most significant information of the entire enterview is in .statements 23 and 24. T nily an honc.st 
man. McDonald slrusse.s up when be aitchcs himself exaggerating and Uikcs great pains lo add 
appropriate qualifiers lo his statements. Statement 24 is the clincher. HIS STORY IS TRUE! 

n Slulcmcnis 25.26 27 and 28 further dcmonstmlc McDonald's eonsLstcncy< The slrc.ss is light and hi.s 
mind is probably off somewhere else. TIk* .slight slrc.ss in 28 may be registering some .surprise that 
Hennetl knew about voice stress analysis ( remember. Bennett has not yet told McDonald xvhni he is 
really up In). 

In 29. the stress on **\Veir is anticipatory, perhaps hccau.se Bennett might be getting close to a 
sensitive area.
